REACHED ON REMAINDER OF TEXT, HE WOULD PROBABLY ASK MALIK 
NOT TO INSIST SO AS TO AVOID REOPENING SUBSTANCE OF DISPUTE.

CHILEAN ISSUE IN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION- 

RUMOR CIRCULATING IN HRC THAT SOVIETS MAY BE MAKING DEAL 
WITH CHILE TO RELEASE ALMEIDA, CORVALAN, KIRK, RAMIRES 
AND SULE IN EXCHANGE FOG SOVS NOT PRESSING GOC ON FATE OF 
OTHER POLITICAL PRISONERS. MANY DELS DO NOT FIND RUMOR 
ENTIRELY INCREDIBLE AND ARE CONCERNED. (LIMITED OFFICIAL

MRS. NEHRU (INDIA) URGED ENLARGING INFORMAL DRAFTING COMITE

POLICIES AND SITUATION OF PALESTINIANS. ERMACORA, SPEAKING 
AS AUSTRIAN REP, SAID THERE SEEMED TO BE URGENT PROBLEM 
REGARDING PRISONERS BEING DETAINED IN CHILE ON PRIMARILY 
POLITICAL GROUNDS, HRC COULD NOT REMAIN SILENT, AND HE

CHILE REPRESENTS "SYMBOLIC " CASE AND MIGHT PRESENT MOMENTOUS 
TEST EOR HRC ACTION. HE CLAIMED THERE WAS "PRIMA PACIE 
CASE OF CONSISTENT VIOLATIONS INVOLVING, SPECIPICALLY, TORTURE."
